dty is attending a four-day 
series of post-graduate lectures 
In Santa Barbara, on the subject
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of subnormal vision in children 
and young adults.

The Institute was conducted 
by Dr. T. R. Murroughs, former 
professor at the Northern Illin­ 
ois College of Optometry in Chi­ 
cago, Illinois, and an outstand­ 
ing authority on the subject. Dr. 
Murroughs, presently of Santa 
Barbara, has conducted many 
research studies on visual mal­ 
functions.

The 'emphasis was placed on

the individual with strabismus 
(crossed-eyes) and those with 
subnormal vision. Dr. Mur­ 
roughs pointed out that a high 
percentage of cross-eyed per­ 
sons can be aided through orth- 
optics, a vision training pro­ 
gram, currently practiced by op­ 
tometrists and many medjcal 
eye practitioners. With the in­ 
clusion of surgery at the proper 
stage of the training program a 
still higher percentage of suc­ 
cessful results is assured.

Important to California's future.
"We have no alternative hut 

to seek to recover rhese addi­ 
tional costs of doing business 
through a small increase in 
monthly charges for telephone 
service. The effect of this in­ 
crease on the bills of most of 
our nubscribers will be slight. 
Rut it will have an important 
bearing on our ability to meet 
the needs for nn expanding and 
improving Telephone System in 
California."

Some additional revenue 
would be obtained from a mod­ 
erate increase in some person- 
to-person long distance rates 
and from charges on certain 
items of special equipment. The 
combined effect of the increases 
proposed on person-to-prrson 
calls within California in the in­ 
itial and amended applications 
would vary from five to 50 
cents on a three minute call, 
depending upon the distance In­ 
volved.

No increase in station-to- 
station calls or in calls to points 
outside of California Is being 
asked In either the original or 
* he amended rate applications.
